Legal Proceedings 

Applicant previously brought to the attention of the Patent Office various legal 
proceedings, certain of which relate to Japanese (Patent No. 3136129) and European (Patent No. 
0 872 562 B) counterparts of the above-captioned application. The references listed on the 
attached Substitute Form PTO-1449A are papers recently filed by the parties in two of these 
proceedings: 
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Applera v. Bio-Rad, Diisseldorf Regional Court Case No. 
4a O 44/03; and 

Applera v. MJ Research, Diisseldorf Regional Court Case 
No. 4a 0 235/03. 1 

Cite No. 72 is an English language translation of Bio-Rad's Reply Brief dated March 22, 
2004 filed in Applera v. Bio-Rad, Diisseldorf Regional Court Case No. 4a O 44/03. Cite No. 73 
corresponds to Exhibit Collection B14 of this Reply Brief. The content of Exhibit Collection 
B14 is discussed at pages 19-20 of the Reply Brief. The Declarations by Drs; Manfred Eigen, 
Ruthild Winkler-Oswatitsch, Bjorn Friedrich Lindemann, Andreas Schweinhorst and Rolf 
Giinther included in Exhibit Collection B14 at pages 64-67 and 68, respectively (English 
language translations at pages 82, 83 and 65-67, respectively), were previously brought to the 
attention of the Patent Office in an IDS filed on October 24, 2003 (as Cite Nos. 42). A reference 
including the excerpt of the Eigen "Report on Evolution Research" provided at pages 68-73 of 
Exhibit Collection B14 was also included with the October 24 IDS (as Cite No. 41). A 
document corresponding to Exhibit B15 mentioned in Cite No. 72 was previously brought to the 
attention of the Patent Office in an IDS filed on March 24, 2004 (as Cite No. 59). 

It should be noted that although certain papers within Exhibit Collection B14 were 
brought to the attention of the Patent Office in an IDS filed more than three months ago, the 
Reply Brief and its Exhibit Collection B14, which are the items of information being submitted 
in this IDS, were not known to any individual designated in § 1.56(c) more than three months 
before the filing of this IDS, as stated below. 



1 It is noted that the latter of these two proceedings was referred to in previous Information 
Disclosure Statements to as "Applera v. MJ Research, Diisseldorf Regional Court Case No. 4a O 262/02." 
The European counterpart (Patent No. 0872 562 B) of the above -captioned application was added to 
ongoing Case No. 4a O 202/02 in a Brief submitted on June 20, 2003 (see Cite No. 67 of Applicant's IDS 
filed March 24, 2004). The portion of the proceeding related to this European counterpart patent has been 
assigned Diisseldorf Regional Court Case No. 4a O 235/03. Accordingly, this proceeding will be referred 
to hereinafter as Diisseldorf Regional Court Case No. 4a O 235/03. 
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Cite No. 74 is an English language translation of Applera's Answer to Bio-Rad's Reply 
Brief, filed on March 29, 2004in Applera v. Bio-Rad, Diisseldorf Regional Court Case No. 4a O 
44/03. 

Cite No. 75 is an English language translation of MJ Research's Answer dated March 26, 
2004, filed in Applera v. MJ Research, Diisseldorf Regional Court Case No. 4a O 235/03.
